Appeal in Offaly 
Murder Case 


The Court of Criminal Appeal will 
be asked to decide legal issues in the 
Offaly murder case, Bernard Kirwan, 
who is condemned to death for 
having killed his brother, Laurence, 
at Ballycloughan, Rahan, Tullamore, 
on November 22nd, 1941, having 
decided to appeal against 
verdict of the sury. 

Principal grounds on which the 
appeal will be based are the failure

Laurence Kirwan, and that the 
admission of evidence relating to a 
previous conviction against the 
prisoner had prejudiced his trial.

They believe, however, he said, 
that if they attempted to use their 
‘majority in the Dail to legislate for 
postponement without the agreement 
of the -other parties, the Govern-. 
ment’s. authority would be denied, 
and that, ‘‘for the basest of selfish 
motives, it would be accused of 


right to choose a new Government. 

e Government has decided, there- 
fore, that in the absence of agree- 
ment, the lesser of the two risks is 
to allow the election to take place. 


PUBLIC FEELING 


**The Gpposnion parties would be 
justified in forcing an election if 
there existed real evidence of a 
widespread public desire for a 
change of Government, but no such 
evidence exists. No doubt, the 
Opposition parties are basing their 
electoral prospects on the belief that 
irritation caused by restrictions 
deemed necessary in the public 
interests, or a vague general annoy- 
ance at the inconvenience caused by 
the war, may detract from the sup- 
port previously given to the Govern- 
ment.”’ 

Emphasising the danger of national 
weakness in a Government without a 
clear majority, he said: ‘‘ A coali- 
tion Government is, at best, a make- 
shift arrangement, liable to break 
down at the first difficulty, leaving 
the last position worse than the first. 
Whatever might be said for it in 
circumstances in which the. alterna- 
tive would be to leave the country 
with no Government at all, it could 
hot compare in efficiency. with a 
Government of men who are united 
‘in policy and loyal to one another. 
Nobody familiar with the con- 
sequences in other countries, with 
electoral systems similar to ours, of 
a succession of coalitions constant! 
forming and re-forming, could wich 
to see a similar development here.” 


FACING THE FACTS 


Observing that the intensification 
of sea war had a special significance 
for this country, the Minister’ said 
that . efforts must be redoabled to 
make life possible if external su) ples 
should cease to arrive, ‘* Critics of 
the Government try to minimise our 
dangers and difficulties in. order to 
keep. things right. Attempts by 
the Government, “to .get 
rnembers of the public to face facts 
are met with jeers from Fine Gael 
spokesmen. If anything, we must 
over-estimate our difficulties so that 
our measures to cope with them will 
at least be adequate. But our diffi- 
culties are feal enough and large 
enough to justify genuine appre- 
hensions concerning our ability to 
weather this period of turmoil with. 
out undue hardship to the people or 
permanent damage to our economic 
organisation. ”’

JAPAN LOSES 
41 ’PLANES 
IN AIR FIGHT 


ORTY-ONE Japanese ‘planes 
have been destroyed or 

damaged in battles which raged 
for twó hours over the New Guinea 
jungle, according to Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent at an advanced Allied 
base in New Guinea. Not a single 
Allied fighter was lost in this 
greatest air battle over New Guinea 
since 153 Japanese ‘planes were shot 
down or damaged during an attack 
on a Japanese convoy near Lae, 
American pilots, although heavily 
outnumbered, wrought this toll on 
aircraft attempting to raid Allied 
airfields. The sky over the tropical 
forests was a tangled picture of 
racing and diving ’planes. At the 
end of the foray 21 Zero fighters 
and three medium bombers had been 
destroyed by Allied fighters. Two 
medium bombers were destroyed by 
A.-A. fire. The damaged ’planes 
were 12 Zeros and three medium 
bombers. While the air battle 
raged overhead, General MacArthur’s 
patrols, aided by Havocs, struck at 
Japanese defences and wiped out an 
outpost two and a half miles south- 
west of Mubo. A'‘lied bombers were 
also active attacking Rabeul for the 
eighth night- running and scoring 
hits on three Japanese merchant- 
men. Two were set on fire, and the 
third almost certainly destroyed by 
a direct hit, '

Five Deaths On 
Raft in Storm 


Exposure during a fierce Atlantic 
storm killed five American merchant 
seamen, adrift on a raft, within 
seven hours of their ship being tor- 
pedoed. They were frequently 
deluged by mountainous seas. One 
man was flung from the raft four 
times, and each time was hauled 
back to safety by his companions. 

Survivors from this and other 
rafts and lifeboats, who have Janded 
at a Scottish port, told .a Press 
Association reporter of their ordeal. 
After being hit, the ship caught fire, 
and had to be abandoned. ‘‘ Some 
of us were lucky to escape, even. on 
raíts,” said the second engineer. 
‘* It was bitterly cold, and we were 
frequently deluged. Another officer 
and myself massaged those. sufferin 
most from the cold, and we rous 
others by slapping them. It gave 
us exercise, and helped keep our 
minds occupied.”

The possession of these hills 
is vital. If General von 
Arnim’s troops" hold. them, they 
can prevent the Allies from 
thrusting eastwards and occupy- 
ing the coastal corridor along 
which Marshal Rommel must 
travel to effect a junction with 
his friends; if th. Allies possess 
them, Marshal Rommel’s prospect 
of a successful retreat will be 
Dleak. Concerning the situation 
in Southern Tunisia, little or no 
information is available. 
is no news of an American, or 
Franco-American, thrust towards 
the east along the southern 
boundary of the great, impassable 


Jarre El Jerid, the largest of the 


salt lakes which reach almost to 
the sea in the vicinity of Gabes ; 
but, without a knowledge of the 
terrain, criticism is premature. 
The chances of such an operation 
certainly have not been left un- 
considered either by General 
Eisenhower — or by Marshal 
Rommel, to whom they must be 
a source of constant anxiety. As 
matters stand, the entire corridor, 
from -Tripolifania right up to 
Tunis itself, is in Axis hands— 
although virtually every inch of 
it seems to be swept with regu- 
larity by Allied aircraft. To all 
intents and purposes, the two 
campaigns in North Africa have 
been merged into one campaign, 
and a day is coming when im- 
portant problems of leadership 
must be taken into consideration. 
General Eisenhower and General 
Montgomery on the one side, 
Marshal Rommel and General 
von Arnim on the other, main- 
tain separate commands; but the 
new situation clearly will call for 
unification of control over each 
of the opposing armies.

The place of seafaring in the
